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JOHN HUFF, SR.

John Huff, a soldier in the Revolutionary War, 
was born about. 1763 near "Huff's Church" in Pittsyl- 
vania-County, Virginia, probably in that portion which 
became Frarkiin County in 1786. He spent most of his 
life in the vicinity of Turner's Creek and Pigg River 
in Franklin County at the foot of the eastern slope of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains. The names of his parents 
have not been determined. 


According to tradition, John Huff's parents came to 
the New World about 1749 from the Palatinate section of 
Germany. They embarked from the Port of Rotterdam in 
Holland and landed in Philadelphia harbor. On arrival 
in the United States, they settled in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. They later came to Virginia with other 
Pennsylvania German families, the Heckmans, Gearhearts, 
Sniders, Snuffers, and others. 


When John Huff was about 18 years old, he enlisted 
at Henry County, Virginia Courthouse.in Captain Thomas 
Henderson's Company and served six months as a private, 
His only major military engagement appears to have been 
at the siege of Ninty-Six, a British fort in Western 
South Carolina. 


On his way home he enlisted and served for one and 
a helf months in Captain John Renfro's Company in pursuit 
of Tories. He then volunteered again in Henry County, 
serving another month and a half in Captain Renfro's 
Company. His service totaled nine months, and on July 1, 
1833, he was allowed a federal pension on the basis of 
this service. 


John Huff was married three times. His first wife 
was Mary Gearhart, a daughter of Peter and Margaret 
Gearhart, who lived in the same neighborhood as Huff in 
Frarin County, Virginia. This marriage took place 
July 14, 1786. John and Mary had the following six 
ehildren: 


Susanna, born about 1787, married Jacob Snider on 
March 1, 1803. 


Peter, born about 1790, married Mary Gallimore on 
March 18, 1821, 
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Hannah, born about 1794, married John Snuffer on July 1, 
1816. Hannah died between mid-1850 and early 1851. 


Jacob, born July 24, 1795, married Elenor S. Milliken 

of Montgomery County, Virginia on July 11, 1822. His 

second wife was Elizabeth Cannaday, whom he married on 
February 1, 1847, 


Isaac (Jacob's twin), born July 24, 1795, married 
Elizabeth Winfry on November 9, 1821. Isaac died 
August 26, 1872. 


John Jr., born January 5, 1801, married Orina M. Livesay. 
He died March 9, 1891. 


John Huff Sr.'s first wife, Mary, died prior to 1830 and 
on March 16, 1830, he married Mary Wade (Waide), who 
died within a year. There were no children by this mar- 
riage. 


On February 9, 1837, when he was about 74 years old, 
John Huff Sr. took as his third wife, Elizabeth Guilliams, 
a Floyd County woman in her late 20's. Jonn and Elizabeth 
were the parents of two sonss 


James Henry Huff, born May 17, 1838. 
Ferdinand Huff, born December 17, 1839. 


Three years after his third marriage, John Huff Sr. 
died on May 10, 1840, intestate, and his twin sons, Jacob 
and Isaac, were appointed administrators of his estate. 


John Huff Sr. is buried in the Primitive Baptist 
Church Cemetery located near Rocky Mount, Franklin County, 
Virginia.

Editor’s Notes 

Here is the end of the third year of this 
Newsletter. Thanks to Tom Huff of Newark, 
OH for urging me to begin; and of course, to 
Granville for all the material he has provided. If 
not for Granville, I would have gone through 
my own material in short order and the Newslet- 
ter would not have been nearly as interesting. 

The Subscriptions have not been as numer- 
ous as I expected, nor has the renewals been up 
to expections. Currently, the number is up to 
around 75, as opposed to 80 to 85 the first two 
years. For some reason the renewals are very 
slow to come in after the end of the year. Per- 
haps that was a bad idea to have them all expire 
at year’s end. 

My guess is that the 75 subscribers repre- 
sent only perhaps 25% of the active researchers 
who are working on our surnames. I judge this 
by the large volume of queries that Granville 
receives. He, of course is responsible for many 
new subscribers through those queries. Re- 
cently, Robert Haff found four new ones by 
keeping a sharp eye on messages posted to 
Prodigy. If you know of someone working on 
our surnames; send them a copy, or refer them 
to me. The more we have involved, the more 
likely we are to turn up new information, and 
that’s valuable to all of us. 

If you are not yet “on-line” to the internet or 
one of the Services, it’s time to get “wired”. 
You cannot imagine the amount of activity that 
is in progress there. A large number are persons 
just starting out in their research, but there are 
also a large number of knowledgeable persons 
with access to data in geographical locations 
that we might not ever be able to visit in person. 
For instance, I am in weekly contact with a Pro- 
fessor in Germany who is researching a line that 
also belongs to my mother. He is on location 
and has given me data that I likely would not 
have found otherwise. 

Start out with Prodigy, America On Line or 
Compuserve; then later graduate to a local In- 
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ternet Service Provider. Costs have decreased 
on all these services and can now be as low as 


$8.00 per month for basic services. If you really 
get into it and sign on with an Internet Provider, 
you can get unlimited time for as low as $20.00 
per month - although $25 to $30 is more com- 
mon. Some cities and counties are beginning to 
provide their own “Freenet” services to the In- 
ternet at very low cost, as a public service. 


Revolutionary Soldiers and Patriots 
(Number 5 in a series) 


JOSEPH HOUGH, JR, AND TWO WIVES 
OF NC, SC, AND GA 


Joseph HOUGH, Jr (c 1735/40 prob. 
NC - after 1806, poss SC) shows up in Anson 
Co, NC, Washington Co, GA, and Chesterfield 
Co, SC. His age is inferred from entries in 
Cumberland Co, NC, in 1763 for his apparent 
father, Joseph HOUGH, Sr. His life and family 
are not well-defined. DAR applications show 
that he possibly md twice, with one wife being 
Sarah MCCLENDON, sister or dau to Joel 
MCCLENDON and the other wife being Sarah 
BIVENS (1763-1834). There seems to be no 
documentation, whatsoever, of the second wife 
being Sarah BIVENS. 

(it is now obvious that the DAR mem- 
bers descend from Amos and Sarah HOUGH, 
not Joseph and his wife or wives. Amos 
HOUGH was probably a younger brother, but he 
had no war record. Joseph had a Rev. War rec- 
ord as Joseph HUFF in SC.) The first DAR 
applicant may have made an honest mistake, but 
all the others have joined without further docu- 
mentation or questioning.) Joseph clearly had a 
wife or wives and children during the 1770- 
1800 time frame, but it is not always possible to 
separate records of this Joseph HOUGH from 
those of other persons of the same name. 

The most recent clue to a later Joseph 
HOUGH individual is from a journal kept by the 
Aaron ARANT family, which had settled from 
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Lancaster Co, PA, to SC. One Jane HOUGH c 
1803 in Chesterfield Co, SC, md Aaron ARANT 
and later moved to KY and had a large family. 
This Jane may have been an younger dau of Jo- 
seph HOUGH, Jr. 

(The journal made several references to 
Joseph and one reference to Rebecca HOUGH 
in the 1821/1822 time period; and these refer- 
ences had to do with an assault/murder case 
between Charles PLYLER, Jr, and Abel 
FUNDERBURK. Without detailed study of the 
case and the families involved, it cannot be said 
the entries refer to man and wife. (Needham 
and Rebecca HOUGH lived nearby in Chester- 
field Co, SC; and Rebecca may have been his 
wife. Needham HOUGH soon moved to GA. 
Reuben and Rebecca HOUGH lived nearby in 
Anson Co, NC, and the Rebecca could have 
been Reuben's wife. Reuben and Rebecca 
moved soon afterwards to Lauderdale Co, AL.) 
The journal also did not specifically state that 
Jane was dau of either Joseph or Rebecca 
HOUGH, but it is clear that a Joseph HOUGH 
and a Rebecca HOUGH were associated in 
some way with the ARANT family in Chester- 
field District, where Aaron ARANT was a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. (Thirty years previously, in 
1792, Peter ARANT of GA had sold land on 
Flat Creek in Chesterfield Co to Amos 
HOUGH, with witnesses John BAKER, James 
MCDONALD, and John HOUGH.) The only 
other HOUGH possibly listed in the journal may 
be an 1816 entry to Nany HOUGH (misread as 
Mony HOUGH or Nany WAUGH.) One Nancy 
HOUGH had been a widow in Chesterfield Co 
in 1810. The conclusion which can be drawn 
from this journal is that the Joseph HOUGH 
mentioned was not Joseph HOUGH, Jr, but 
probably Joseph HOUGH, III. He probably left 
the area.) 

On 25 Sep 1766, Joseph HOUGH, Jr, 
received land grant #0323 on Lane's Creek in 
Anson Co, NC. This would seem to date his 
birth to 1745 or before, though the age of ma- 
jority may have been different at that time. 
(Anson Co Land Grants.) On 15 Apr 1774, Jo- 
seph bought 58 acres of land on Lane's Creek 
from Henry E. MCCULLOCK, witnessed by 
John POLK and Mary ELBECK. (Anson DB 
7:69). 

On 12 April 1775, Joseph HOUGH, Jr, 
was appointed to administer the estate of Joseph 


HOUGH, Sr, deceased. He made bond with 
2 
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Henry WILLIAMS for $200. Two days later, 
on 14 April, 1775, Amos HOUGH went to court 
and chose Sampson HOUGH as his guardian. 
James FLETCHER and Charles RAY furnished 
bond. (County Court Minutes, p 100). (It is 
assumed that Amos HOUGH was a minor son 
of Joseph, Sr, though the records do not indicate 
such a relationship. It is also assumed that 
Sampson was an older son.) 

Anson Co Court Minutes, p 103, shows 
that Joseph HOUGH, Jr. had jury duty 12 Jul 
1775. Court Minutes, p 105, shows that he sold 
100 acres of his father's land on Il Oct 1773 (or 
1775) to William MCHENRY. Transfer of the 
land may have taken place on 25 Oct 1775 (DB 
K:550). Witnesses were Stephen MILLER and 
Sampson HOUGH 

On 2 June 1777, Joseph HOUGH of 
South Carolina sold Lane Creek land to William 
MORRIS (Book K, p 496). Witnesses were 
Wm CURLEE and Edward TRAVIS. On 22 
Dec 1778, Joseph HOUGH received land grant 
#2507 on Brown Creek in Anson Co, NC. This 
may have been the land he sold in 1806. 

By 1777, Joseph HOUGH had moved 
out of Anson Co, probably just a short distance 
across the state line into what was then Camden 
District of SC. A family tradition indicates he 
moved with Joel MCLENDON, who had sold 
his Lane's Creek land to Sampson HOUGH. 
From the locations involved, Joseph HOUGH 
could easily have managed farms in both states. 
He continued to get land in Anson Co, NC. 

It seems likely that this Joseph HUFF 
was the one who c 1780/81 contributed corn, 
fodder, oats, and beef to the Rev. War (SC His- 
torical Commission, Columbia, SC, AA 377, 
Stub B, #230.) By 1794, he was in Washington 
Co, GA, buying land back in Chesterfield Co, 
SC. Joel MCLENDON also moved to Washing- 
ton Co, GA, where he was active in the militia. 
No records were found for Joseph HUFF or 
HOUGH in the GA militia. While in GA, it 
seems likely that Joseph HOUGH also specu- 
lated in lands of the Tennessee Company, which 
had a GA land grant for lands on the Tennessee 
River in Northwestern AL. 

Joseph then moved back into SC, and he 
seems to have been in Lancaster Co in 1800, 
then in Chesterfield Co in 1810. In each year he 
owned slaves. On 13 Dec 1794, Joseph 
HOUGH of Washington Co, GA, bought 83 
acres of land on Great Lynches and Wild Cat 
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Creek from Hugh MCMANUS. John HOUGH 
and J. HOLLIMAN witnessed. (Lancaster Co, 
SC, DB B:305.) On 14 Dec 1794, Joseph 
HOUGH also bought land on Great Lynches and 
Hill's Creek from James and Sarah 
MCDONALD. John HOUGH, James 
HOLLIMAN, and Hugh MCMANUS wit- 
nessed. (DB B:308.) Joseph bought land in the 
northern part of the county from Gale FRIZZLE 
and Charles MCMANUS. This was near 
Hough's Ford, and HOUGH families were on 
both sides of this ford in Chesterfield and Lan- 
caster counties. They were also very close to 
the border with Anson Co. 

As noted above, many HOUGH families 
of SC erroniously claim descent from this Jo- 
seph through a third Joseph HOUGH, who in 
fact left the area. (They mistake Joseph 
HOUGH, son of Joseph, Jr, with Joseph 
HOUGH, son of Amos. This son of Amos lived 
many miles to the south. There was a settle- 
ment of HOUGH families in Lauderdale Co, 
AL, who also claim descent from him after they 
settled on some of his Tennessee Company land 
holdings. 

Ch of Joseph, Jr, are not now known, 
but there are several possible relatives who must 
be investigated: 

a. poss. Joel ( ) was listed on DAR records 
as a child of the 7??? MCLENDON wife. No 
Joel HOUGH of this age has been identified 
near other HOUGH families of Anson or the 
nearby SC counties of Chesterfield, Lancaster, 
or Kershaw. However, there was a Joel HOFF 
with a hh in St James Parish, Goose Creek, 
Charleston Co, SC in 1810, showing 20210- 
11110, which would be consistent with the age 
of a child of Joseph HOUGH. There were 
HOFF families settled in the Goose Creek area, 
and Joel could have adopted their spelling. 
(This identification is very tenuous.) 

b. prob. not Samuel (_—- will of 1813, St 
James Goose Creek, Charleston Dist., SC, pro- 
bated in 1817) was a planter whose wife was 
Rebeckah ?7NETTLES?. Samuel bequeathed to 
his niece Mary DEMPSEY, and asked his 
brother-in-law Malachi NETTLES, wife Re- 
beckah, and friend Maj. ?7BERKLEY to be the 
executors. No ch were mentioned, but there 
were younger persons in the Samuel HOFF hh 
in 1790, 1800, and 1810. There is no indication 
that Widow Rebeckah HOUGH later lived in 
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Chesterfield Co, SC; so it does not seem she 
was the one mentioned in the ARANT records. 
c. prob. Needham (1779 Chesterfield Co, SC - 
28 Feb 1852 Chambers Co, AL) md Rebecca 
BLAKE (c 1789 NC - 5 Jan 1867 Chambers Co, 
AL) and lived in SC; Anson Co, NC; Talbot Co, 
GA; and Chambers Co, AL. Most, if not all, his 
ch moved from GA and AL to LA. They incl 
Jackson; Eli E.; Samuel B.; Joel T.; Wade 
Hampton; John C.; Henrietta; Georgiana Tho- 
mas; and Elizabeth. In 1900, descendants of 
Needham were the predominating HOUGH 
families of LA. His wife may have been the one 
mentioned in the ARANT journal. 
d. prob. Joseph (c 1795/1802 - ) was the 
third Joseph in line, and he may have coincided 
in age with first cousins also named Joseph. 
One Joseph HUFF was in Lancaster Co in 1810 
with 10010-20100, one slave, one free black. 
Two Josephs were in Chesterfield Co, SC, in 
1820, one as Joseph HUFF, Jr, which merely 
meant the younger. In 1814, Joseph HOUGH 
sold land to John ROBERTSON. Then, in 
1826, Joseph HOUGH, Jr, sold the remainder of 
the land to John ROBERTSON. One of these 
was the son of Amos HOUGH, and he remained 
in the area. The other Joseph, who was possibly 
III, seems to be the person mention in the 
ARANT journal. He apparently moved away 
and may have settled in Lauderdale Co, AL. 
(There was also a Joseph and Mary HUFF fam- 
ily who settled from SC into Rankin Co, MS, in 
the 1830 decade. Their family tradition is that 
they were HOUGH in SC. Their ch incl John, 
Columbus, Celia, Washington, James, and prob. 
others.) 
e. poss. Reuben (1775/1795 - c 1833 Lauder- 
dale Co, AL) lived in Chesterfield Co in 1810 
with 11010-20010, then in Anson Co, NC, in 
1820 showing 200110-21010. He may be the 
person who then settled in the 1830's to Lauder- 
dale Co, AL. He md Rebecca ??? and ch may 
have incl David; Allen J.; Sally; Malsy; and 
possibly Pleasant James and John. Some of this 
family stayed in Lauderdale Co, AL, and some 
moved on to Itawamba Co, MS. This Rebecca, 
wife of Reuben, may have been the one men- 
tioned in the ARANT journal. (There had been 
a Reuben HUFF marriage to Rebecca ALLEN 
in 1798 in Warren Co, NC; but this would have 
likely been an older couple.) 
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f. poss. John ( ) witnessed a land transac- 
tion in 1792 when Amos HOUGH bought land 
in SC, and again in 1794 when Joseph HOUGH 
bought land in SC. He was clearly an associate 
of both. He did have a family in Chesterfield 
Co, SC in 1800 showing 41010-12010; but he or 
his sons may have moved to Lauderdale Co, 
AL. Remaining in Chesterfield Co, SC, in 1810 
was Widow Nancy HOUGH showing 21000- 
01010, which does not match well. 

g. prob not. Jacob ( ). One Jacob HOFF 
or HOOFF was the ancestor of the HOFF fami- 
lies of Colleton Co, SC. In age, he was more 
likely a contemporary of Joseph HOUGH than a 
son. In 1790, in Orangeburg Dist. of SC, Jacob 
Huff showed 2-2-5, listed next to Joseph Huff, 
who showed 1-1-1. They were probably related 
but how is not known. This listing may be the 
reason Joseph was said to have had a brother 
Jacob. The only 1800 Jacob in SC is the one in 
Colleton Co, showing 02130-10010, then in 
1810 as Jacob HOOFF with 30010-10010 and 
14 slaves. These do not match. It is conceiv- 
able, however, that Jacob a brother of Joseph, 
could have established this HOFF lineage, later 
joined by relatives. A better candidate for son 
of Joseph was Jacob HOFF, listed near Joel 
HOFF on Goose Creek in 1810, showing 12110- 
11010. This Jacob in 1830, showed age of 50 to 
60, which would fix his birth year to 1770 to 
1780, which would fit the family of Joseph. 
Some of the descendants of the Goose Creek 
families changed to HOUGH after about 1850. 
h. poss. Abraham ( ) signed one of the 
HOUGH deeds in the 1790 decade, but no cen- 
sus record has been identified for him. He could 
have been a brother or cousin to Joseph. 

i. prob. Barbara (c 1757 - d May 1842, age 85) 
in Washington or Wilkes Co, GA, md Rev. Levi 
PHILLIPS and had a large family. The 
PHILLIPS family moved from GA back into 
SC. (Lineage of Robert BURGESS of SC, dated 
1980, in Dallas Public Library.) (With a birth 
year of 1757, it seems more than likely that the 
birth year for Joseph may have been earlier than 
1840. 

j. prob. Jane (1784 Chesterfield Dist, SC - 4 
Feb 1850 Marshall Co, KY) c 1703 in Chester- 
field Dist, SC, md Aaron ARANT (1783 Ches- 
terfield Dist, SC - 6 May 1836 Callaway Co, 
KY), and their ch incl Margaret (16 Oct 1804 - 
4 Apr 1834), md James POE; Rebecca (17 Oct 
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1806 - 17 Jan 1867 TX, md James W. 
BLAKNEY); Nancy (7 Jul 1809 - 25 Sep 1834) 
md ??? THOMPSON; Hugh Alexander (27 Jan 
1812 - 23 Sep 1816) md Nancy Barbara 
AIDGES (or RIDGES); Penny (22 Oct 1814 - 
25 Feb 1850 TX, md Louisa LITLEJOHN; Lu- 
cinda (16 Mar 1816- =) md William 
NICHOLS; James B. (25 Mar 1819 - 16 Apr 
1864), md Nancy M. STATOM; Malinda (12 
Feb 1821 - 29 Jun 1840), md Charles 
LITTTLEJOHN; Jesse Wilson (25 Feb 1823 - 
15 Nov 1859), md Adeline LITTLEJOHN; and 
Jane (26 Jun 1826 - bef 1870), md James 
HELM. While Aaron ARANT was a Justice of 
the Peace in Chesterfield District, he kept a 
journal of events. It may be noteworthy that the 
first dau was named Margaret and the second 
Rebecca. It is not known when the ARANT 
family moved to KY. 

Hough lineage is Joseph, Jr, and possi- 
bly two wives of NC, SC, and GA; Joseph, Sr, 
of Anson Co, NC; then possibly John and Han- 
nah( _) of England and Bucks Co, PA; 
References for HoJ&2w1, GA8, SC5, NCS, 3 
Sep 1995: 

1763 Cumberland Co, NC, Several deeds were 
made by Joseph Hough, Sr, indicating that that 
was a younger Joseph Hough of age in the 
county. 

1766 Anson Co, NC, land grant on Lane's Creek 
to Joseph Hough, Jr. 

1775 Anson Co, NC, Joseph Hough, Jr, admin 
estate of Joseph Hough, Sr. He was also listed 
for jury duty in Anson Co for that year. He sold 
land to William MCHENRY from his father's 
estate. 

1777 Anson Co, NC, Joseph Hough sold Lane's 
Creek land to William Morris. 

1778 Anson Co, NC, Joseph Hough land grant 
on Brown Creek. 

1778-1783 SC, Joseph Huff contributed to the 
Rev. War cause with corn, fodder, oats, and 
beef. This is also recorded p 168, Janie Revill, 
Copy of the Original Index Book Showing the 
Revolutionary Claims Filed in South Carolina 
Between August 20, 1783 and August 31, 1786. 
(DAR applicants have made the assumption that 
this Joseph Huff was the person formerly in An- 
son Co, NC. This is probably true, but the line- 
ages proposed by them are definitely erronious.) 
1790 Orangeburg Dist, SC, Joseph Huff 1-1-1 
(This may or may not be the same person. He 
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was listed near a Jacob Huff 2-2-5. Joseph was 
either a much younger person with one child, or 
a much older person with one son remaining. 
1794 Washington Co, GA, Joseph Hough 
bought land in Chesterfield or Lancaster Co, 
SC. (Lancaster Co, SC, Old DB B:305, 308.) 
1800 Lancaster Co, SC, p 17, Joseph Hoof 
21101-12001-4 slaves. Amos Hoof was in the 


same county. 
1806 Anson Co, NC. Joseph HOUGH sold to 


Micajah POPE 100 acres on Cedar Branch on 
26 Apr 1806. Witnesses were Larkin INGRAM 
and John COLSON (Anson DB N&0O:280). 
(John COLLSON was the name of the person 
who settled in 1768 between Samuel HOUGH 
and Joseph HOUGH, Sr. 

1810 poss. Chesterfield Co, SC, p 583, Joseph 
Hough 10101-00001-7 slaves. Amos and a 
younger Joseph were in Lancaster Co. 

1821/22 Chesterfield Co, SC, Aaron Arant made 
several entries in his Justice of the Peace Jour- 
nal about Joseph Hough and one entry about 
Rebecca Hough. (These must refer to Joseph, 
Ill. 

Be file #286,152 for Mrs. Bess McManus 
McCown has an erronious lineage which should 
not be used, even though the DAR may accept 
it.

JACOB AND CHRISTINA HUFF OF 
BAVARIA, LA, OH, AND IL 


Jacob HUFF (22 Oct 1850 Zwei- 
brucken, Bavaria, Germany - 18 Aug 1929 Til- 
ton, IL) served as a pvt in the Indian Wars under 
General Custer, enlisting at New Orleans on 23 
Feb 1875 in Capt Goodloe's Comp. D, Col D. 
Stanley's Regt (22d US Inf) and being dis- 
charged 30 June 1877 at Fort Lincoln, Dakota 
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Terr. He stood 5 ft, 8 1/2 inches, fair complex- 
ion, blue eyes, light hair, by occupation a baker. 
He was in action in the state of Montana against 
the Sioux and Cheyenne Indians. (After Jacob 
first enlisted, he deserted on 8 Sep 1875 and 
reenlisted under the name of Jacob EMERICH 
(probably his mother's surname) and was as- 
signed to the 7th Cav Band. He was recognized 
on the frontier and sent back to Comp. F, 22d 
Inf, where he served out his enlistment.) 

After his service, he lived for a short 
time in New Orleans, then on 10 June 1879 at 
Celina, OH, he md Christina BANER (Oct 1859 
OH - 21 Dec 1901 Celina, OH) parents not 
known. They were md by Rev. C. J. BOHNEN 
in St John's Church, Celina, OH, Mercer Co. 
They lived at Celina until 1902 when he entered 
the National Military Home at Danville, IL. He 
received pension SC 7192. He & Christina had:

All ch were alive in 1917. It is not clear 
how the children grew up after their mother died 
and their father entered the National Home, but 
they apparently all lived in Danville, IL. One 
dau md Wilbur M. SMITH and lived in Danville 
in 1929. Fred A. HUFF gave the death certifi- 
cate information from his home in Danville. 

His death certificate shows he came to the U. S. 
in 1871, and that his parents were Jacob HUFF 
and Elizabeth EMMICH of Bavaria. The 1880 
census shows Elizabeth BYER, mother, age 59, 
and Lewis BYER, 19, probably mother and 
brother to Christena. The 1910 census suggests 
Jacob md (2) Nancy (1859 IN), but there were 
no more ch.

PEYTON D. AND SARAH E. HUFF OF

Peyton Dodson HUFF (15 Mar 1833 
MO - 7 Jan 1901 Collin Co, TX) apparently 
lived the first part of his live in MO. While he 
was in the Confederate service, he visited the 
Pinckney HUFF family home in Lamar Co, TX, 
where he met the young widow, Sarah Elizabeth 
(HUFF) SKIDMORE. He returned to MO and 
settled his affairs there, then moved to TX. On 
17 Jan 1867 in Collin Co Co, TX, he md Mrs. 
Sarah Elizabeth (HUFF) SKIDMORE (1 Jan 
1838 Giles Co, TN - ), and they lived and 
farmed in Collin Co. The SKIDMORE ch were:

LEWIS J. AND MARY J. HUFF OF GA, 
LA, AND TX 


Lewis John HUFF (Aug 1822 GA - 21 
Aug 1902 TX), of VA and GA parents, on 5 Dec 
1849 in ??? md Mary J. 2??? (Oct 1832 GA - af- 
ter 1902), of GA parents, and probably started a 
family in GA. Apparently he then moved to 
LA, thence to TX, where he lived in Harrison, 
Cass, Davis, Smith, and Van Zandt counties. 
He apparently was in Harrison Co during the 
Civil War period. When L. J. HUFF applied for 
Confederate pension in 1899, he owned no land 
and had lived in Smith Co for 20 years; how- 
ever, the 1880 census shows him in Cass Co. 
He lived near the LA/TX border. During the 
Civil War, he had served in Comp D, Col Hol- 
land's Bn, TX Infantry as L. J. HUFF. The 
name John shows up on military and pension 
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records, otherwise, the name is generally L. J. or 
Lewis J. 

It has not been possible to identify all 
the ch of Lewis J. and Mary Jane. Name simi- 
larities indicate Lewis J. to be probably related 
to Travis HUFF of Bibb Co, GA. The 1850 
census for Talbot Co, GA, indicates he was 
probably son of Green and Martha 
(LOCKHART) HUFF. (The only problem with 
this identity is that Lewis was with Green 
HUFF, apparently unm in 1850.. It may be that 
the date of marriage as given in the pension rec- 
ord was in error by one year, and that Lewis md 
Mary J. on 5 Dec 1850.) Ch 
1. Jonathan (1852 TX- —_—+) shown as John in 
1870. This may be John B. HUFF (Sep 1851 
GA) who had three wives. He was living near 
Lewis J. in 1880 md to Sarah E. ??? (1854 TX - 
). Their ch incl: Ida L.; Lulu M.; and Mary J. 
In 1900 John B. was in the Cherokee Nation, IT, 
md to Lula T. 7??? (1866 LA- __), and added ch 
were Lizzie Lea, Anna May; Hobson R.; and 
Leonard. In 1910, both John B. and Lula had 
families in TX. John B. was apparently md to 
Myrtle A. (1887 IN), and added ch were Ira A.; 
and Louis Y. 

2. Jimmy (1854 TX - ) shown as James in 
1870. This may be James R. HUFF (1856 LA) 
living near Lewis J. in Cass Co in 1880. He md 
Mary Ella ??? (Jan 1860 MS - ), and their 
ch were: Noria (or Lydia); son, b Dec 1888; 
James C. Jul 1891; Mary; and Henry. This 
family seems to have moved to Mitchell Co by 
1910.

Jacob Hoff (7 Mar 1751 Weidelbach, Germany - 
- 15 Jul 1831 Wyalusing Township, Bradford 
Co, PA) who md Catrherine Schmeltzer, on 30 
Mar 1779, in Millardsville, Lancaster Co, PA, 
and his large family of descendants that spread 
across the midwest. Our Donna Hoff-Grambau 
has now found another descendant who is 
working on identifing Johann’s family line in 
Germany. He is John D. Hoff, III of New Ha- 
ven, CT. He recently sent Donna a very good 
research paper on the German connection that 
included birth, marriage and death records that 
go back to 1635.
